_J     The  persuasive  language  of  the  sweet  Psalmist  of  Israel, 
J  "  Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lord ;  trust  also  in  Him  ;"  may 
%  with  great  propriety  be  adopted  by  those  who  undertake  any 
L^nevolent  enterprise  of  a  public  or  general  character,  distrustful 
of  their  ultimate  success.    And  none,  perhaps,  can  more  fully 
,  appreciate  its  sustaining  influence  than  the  Managers  of  the 
"poster  Home  Association. 

'       Two  years  have  now  elapsed  since  the  institution  was  opened 
'  under  auspices  by  no  means  calculated  to  make  any  sanguine 
r.i^  of  success  ;  but  the  motto  suggested  for  our  guidance  at  the 
-    commencement  of  our  society,  "  Have  faith  in  God,"  and  the 
i  subsequent  prayer,  at  the  close  of  the  first  year,  "  Lord,  in- 
■5  crease  our  faith,"  have  sustained  our  exertions,  and  enabled  us 
M-  to  triumph  over  difficulties  and  embarrassments  which  at  times 
!appeared  almost  insurmountable  ;  and  now,  in  presenting  this 
■"fmeir  second  annual  report,  your  managers  would  gratefully  ac- 
knowledge the  goodness  of  Him  who  has  permitted  them  to  be 
J  instrumental  in  imparting  support,  protection  and  education  to 
' '  many  children  who  might  otherwise  have  become  the  victims  of 
^  want,  disease  and  crime. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Home  in  May,  1846,  one  hundred 
and  twelve  children  have  been  received,  of  whom  five  boys  have 
entered  into  the  Girard  College,  two  into  the  Orphan  Asylum, 
and  three  little  girls  have  been  adopted  into  private  families  ; 
others  have  been  taken  by  parents  or  friends. 

Several  cases  of  sickness  have  occurred  during  the  past  year, 
which  have  received  the  unremitting  care  of  our  kind  and  ex- 
cellent physicians,  and  we  are  happy  in  reporting  them  all 
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restored  except  one  little  girl,  aged  six  years,  who  died  on  the 
17th  of  March  last.  .The  ngmber  at  praseni  in  the-Home  is  70, 
58  of  whom  rcceiv5\ir^»uetioB  from  th&  teacher^  who  is  emi- 
nently qualified  RQr.statfcft>,  *iHd«wit'iv  whom  they  manifestly 
advance  in  knowledge,  and  evince  a  marked  improvement  in 
manners  and  general  deportment.  The  ages  of  the  children 
are  from  three  to  eleven  years ;  the  oldest,  however,  have  not 
been  long  enough  in  the  school  to  have  made  any  great  progress 
in  the  usual  branches  of  education.  Thirty-four  are  able  to 
read;  twenty-six  are  learning  to  write  and  cypher;  twenty-one 
can  sew,  and  have  made  190  articles  of  house  linen  and  garments 
since  1st  September  last,  at  which  time  our  present  teacher 
assumed  the  charge  of  the  school.  Although  greatly  encouraged 
by  their  success,  the  managers  cannot  refrain  from  expressing 
their  regret  in  having  been  obliged  during  the  year  to  refuse 
admission  to  many  children  in  consequence  of  restricted  means, 
for  while  they  are  willing  to  exert  all  their  influence  and  abili- 
ties in  sustaining  and  extending  the  operations  of  the  Home, 
they  cannot  conscientiously  incur  debts  and  assume  responsibdi- 
ties  which  they  might  not  be  able  to  meet,  and  have  therefore 
felt  constrained  to  limit  the  number  to  seventy  chddren,  and  as 
there  are  many  more  anxiously  waiting  for  admission,  they  look 
with  confidence  to  the  liberality  of  Philadelphians,  for  the 
means  of  opening  wider  their  doors,  feeling  assured  that  as  this 
institution  is  becoming  more  generally  known,  and  its  beneficial 
tendencies  developed,  that  it  will  receive  a  larger  share  of 
patronage. 

Could  the  many  interesting  cases  which  have  come  before  the 
managers  be  generally  made  known,  and  the  earnest  entreaties 
of  poor  and  destitute  parents  for  the  admission  of  their  children 
be  presented  to  this  community,  they  would  "  plead  like  angels, 
trumpet  tongued,"  in  support  of  the  Home,  and  call  forth  such 
contributions  as  would  enable  the  managers  to  receive  all  who 
apply.  And  if  those  who  have  hitherto  sustained  the  institution 
and  enabled  us  to  go  forward  in  the  work  thus  far,  would  visit 
the  Home,  and  behold  the  70  children  now  there,  watched  over 
with  maternal  solicitude,  under  the  care  and  counsel  of  our 
excellent  matron — witness  their  comfort  and  happiness,  and  the 
moral  instruction  they  receive,  they  would  not  only  be  induced 
to  increase  their  donations,  but  exercise  all  their  efforts  in  inte- 
resting their  friends  in  support  of  so  good  a  cause. 

Eighteen  ladies  have  the  supervision  of  the  establishment, 
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some  of  whom  take  pleasure  in  visiting  it  daily,  and  personally 
attending  to  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  large  family  under 
their  care  ;  and  they  would  gratefully  acknowledge  the  kindness  , 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Preston  Retreat,  for  the  gratuitous  use 
of  the  elegant  and  extensive  building  in  which  they  are  still 
permitted  to  conduct  its  operations.  Its  location  is  healthy,  and 
its  construction  admirably  adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which  it 
is  now  appropriated ;  but  one  improvement  is  much  needed 
which  would  greatly  lessen  the  labour  and  expense  of  the  insti- 
tution, promote  the  health  of  the  inmates,  and  secure  it  from 
danger  of  fire— that  is,  a  sufficient  supply  of  water.  The 
managers  hope  they  may  be  enabled  very  soon  to  remedy  this 
defect,  by  having  the  Schuylkill  water  introduced,  which, 
although  it  may  be  expensive,  is  one  of  those  indispensible 
requisites  that  they  feel  warranted  in  obtaining,  looking  to  their 
friends  for  the  means  of  meeting  an  expenditure  for  which  they 
cannot  fail  to  see  the  necessity. 

In  conclusion  allow  us  to  remark,  that  we  intend  to  go  for- 
ward in  this  noble  enterprise,  and  to  use  all  our  efforts  in  train- 
ing the  children  under  our  care  in  the  nurture  and  admonition 
of  the  Lord,  to  increase,  if  possible,  the  benefits  of  our  Home, 
trusting  in  the  continuance  of  a  liberal  patronage,  an  increase  of 
friends  and  means,  and  above  all,  in  the  guidance  and  blessing 
of  an  all-wise  and  gracious  God,  whose  mercies  are  neither  few 
nor  small.

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FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

1849-50. 

So  entirely  unmarked  by  striking  incident  or  unusual 
events  of  any  kind,  has  been  our  liislory  since  we  last  ap- 
peared before  you,  that  in  presenting  the  Fourth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Foster  Home  Association,  which  the  flight  of 
another  year  makes  necessary,  your  Managers  look  m  vain 
for  new  subjects  with  which  to  prepare  a  report;  and  as  the 
nature  and  object  of  the  Institution  are  now  so  familiar  to 
all  who  feel  interested  in  works  of  charity  and  benevolence, 
a  recapitulation  of  former  detail  would  be  out  of  place  and 
superfluous. 

We  have  had  renewed  cause  for  gratitude  to  the  Dispenser 
of  all  good,  for  the  health  and  peace  that  have  been  continued 
to  us  during  another  year.  In  a  family  of  eighty  individuals, 
but  one  case  of  severe  illness  has  occurred,  and  that  not  of  a 
malignant  or  fatal  character,  and  from  the  happiness  and 
great  improvement  manifest  in  the  children  in  every  respect, 
ample  encouragement  is  aftorded  the  Managers  to  persevere 
in  their  work  of  rescuing  young  immortals  from  the  exposure 
to  idleness  and  vice,  to  which  the  poverty  or  neglect  of  the 
parent  too  often  subjects  them. 

The  object  of  tliis  Home  is  not  only  to  feed,  clothe  and 
educate  these  children  of  penury,  but  to  early  imbue  their 
minds  with  religious  principles,  and  so  to  discipline  them  to 
habits  of  order,  industry  and  good  management,  that  when 
■they  shall  have  passed  from  the  care  of  this  Institution,  they 
may  be  better  prepared  to  enter  upon  the  active  duties  of 
life,  and  with  hearts  grateful  for  the  kindness  which  rescued 
them,  may  be  instrumental  in  doing  good  to  others. 

With  an  excellent  Matron  and  Teacher  and  a  Board  of 
Managers  of  eighteen  ladies,  some  of  whom  visit  the  Home 
weekly — indeed  almost  daily— devoting  their  best  energies 
to  a  work  in  which  they  feel  the  deepest  interest,  this  Insti- 
tution  is  now  we  trust  permanently  established,  and  we 
would  again  ask  the  co-operation  of  the  public  in  aiding  us 
not  only  in  sustaining  but  in  enlarging  its  means  of  useful- 
jness,  believing  it  to  be  on  a  basis  best  calculated  to  give 
a  higher  tone  of  feelmg  to  the  objects  tjnder  its  patronage, 
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encouraging  the  depressed  parent  to  increased  exertion, 
whilst  it  breathes  hope  and  confidence  that  their  offspring- 
are  being  trained  for  future  usefulness. 

We  would  renewedly  express  our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Preston 
and  the  Managers  of  Preston  Retreat,  for  the  use  of  the  spa- 
cious building  which  we  still  occupy,  and  for  the  privilege 
of  having  one  of  the  rooms  fitted  up  as  a  place  of  worship, 
the  expense  of  which  has  been  defrayed  by  contributions  of 
some  friends  of  the  Home. 

We  would  also  gratefully  acknowledge  the  medical  at- 
tention so  kindly  bestowed  by  Drs.  Reese  and  Sargent. 

Feeling  a  deep  interest  in  the  spiritual  as  well  as  temporal 
well  being  of  the  children,  we  cannot  but  experience  emo- 
tions of  gratitude  from  any  and  every  effort  to  guide  them 
in  the  ways  of  virtue  and  paths  of  righteousness,  and  we 
desire  therefore  to  acknowledge  the  self-denying  services  of 
those  gentlemen  who  have  devoted  a  part  of  each  Sabbath, 
and  one  who  for  some  months  during  the  past  winter,  the 
greater  part  of  each  day,  to  the  religious  and  literary  instruc- 
tion of  these  children,  the  result  of  vvhich  we  doubt  not  will 
have  a  beneficial  effect  upon  their  character  for  time  and 
eternity. 

As  instruments  in  the  hands  of  God,  we  desire  to  realize 
our  entire  dependence  on  his  most  benignant  providence, 
under  which  we  have  been  enabled  to  render  the  enterprise 
so  far  successful  that  it  may  in  truth  be  deemed  a  Home  for 
the  deserted  and  neglected  children  of  misfortune,  from  which 
they  may  be  prepared  through  the  merits  of  our  blessed 
Redeemer  for  an  eternal  Home  of  happiness.

The  Foster  Home  Association  commenced  its  duties  in 
May,  ]846,  and  its  Manacrers  liavc  in  consequence  issued  in 
that  month,  an  annual  report  of  the  health  and  advancement 
of  the  lustitution.  We  now  avail  ourselves  of  the  permission 
accorded  by  the  Legislature  to  change  the  commencement  of 
our  year,— and  therefore  present,  for  the  first  time,  to  our 
friends  and  subscribers,  a  report  dated  in  the  month  of 
January. 

The  blessing  of  the  Almighty  continues  to  rest  upon  our 
labors.  During  the  past  eight  months,  the  little  ones  en- 
trusted to  our  "care  have  been  preserved  in  general  good 
health,  and  there  has  been  no  case  of  disease  that  assumed 
a  malignant  or  dangerous  form.  Seventy-five  children, 
from  th'-ee  to  seven  years  of  age,  deprived  by  death,  or  by 
incapacity,  bodily  or  mental,  of  the  services  of  one  parent, 
in  some  instances  of  holh,  are  received  into  our  Institution. 
Fifty  cents  a  week  is  in  most  cases  paid  by  the  remaining 
parent,  or  by  some  one  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
child ;-^this  is  of  course  entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the  ex- 
l)cnses  of  board,  clothing  and  education.  Parents  are 
greatly  benefited  by  this  arrangement; — they  are  set  at 
liberty  to  procure  employment  whicli  enables  them  to  pro- 
vide for  themselves,  as  well  as  for  their  dependent  children. 
More  than  fifty  names  are  now  registered  upon  our  list  for 
admission,  and  had  we  the  means,  gladly  would  we  open  our 
arras  and  gather  thcin  all  in  !  As  the  spring  approaches  we 
are  still  forced  to  apply  for  aid,  or  as  a  member  of  our  com- 
mittee, well  beloved  and  long  remembered,  was  wont  to  say, 
"  to  allow  our  kind  friends  tiic  privilege  of  giving."    To  the 
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sympathy  of  mothers  we  need  not  appeal.  Is  there  one 
among  us  rejoicing  in  the  smiles  and  welcome  of  happy 
children,  who  does  not  reflect  that  death  may  deprive  them 
of  her  unwearying  kindness?  And  with  this  thought  will 
there  not  ascend  a  prayer,  that  if  overtaken  by  sorrow  and 
bereavement,  they  may  be  gently  and  tenderly  dealt  with? 
Such  a  mother  will  freely  contribute  her  mite  or  her  hand- 
ful to  bring  back  the  little  lambs  that  might  otherwise  stray 
far  from  the  fold  of  Christ.  The  heart  of  cveny  parent  who 
has  a  child,  "not  lost  but  gone  before,"  must  yearn  at  the 
sight  of  innocent  faces,  and  such  an  one  would  fain  prolono- 
tlie  purity  and  happiness  of  childhood.  Our  Heavenly  Fathe'r 
has  manifested  an  especial  care  for  his  little  children,  and 
our  Saviour's  loving  embrace  and  blessing  should  be  ever 
present  to  us  all,  and  hallow  our  efforts  to  serve  them. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  Drs.  Logan  and  Stroud  for  their 
untiring  medical  care  and  attention,  as  well  as  to  those  gen- 
tiemen  who  have  shown  themselves  so  zealous  in  promoting 
the  spiritual  welfare  of  our  youthful  inmates.  " 

VVe  are  blessed  with  an  excellent  matron  and  a  kind  and 
efRcient  teacher,— officers  well  worthy  of  the  confidence  re- 
posed  in  them.  Through  the  continued  kindness  of  Mrs. 
Preston  and  the  managers  of  the  Preston  Retreat,  we  have 
a  home  for  our  little  ones  commodious  and  well  situated. 
Owing  to  circumstances  impossible  to  foresee  or  avoid,  this 
admirable  building  has  not  yet  been  applied  to  the  noble 
purpose  of  the  testator;  but  we  trust  the  money  spent  in  its 
erection  has  not  lain  useless  as  the  buried  talent.  The  dis- 
pensers of  this  bounty  have  kindly  assisted  us  in  our  labor 
of  love,  enabling  us  to  add  to  the  number  of  those  little  ones 
to  whom,  if  we  give  "  a  cup  of  cold  water  only  in  the  name 
of  a  disciple,"  our  Saviour  has  promised  we  shall  in  no  wise 
lose  our  reward.
